Claims of the Michigan Independent 
Telephone Oompaniee. 


Secretary J . B. W are, of the Citi­ 
zens’ telephone company of 
Grand 
Rapida, has an optimistic article in 
Electricity, reviewing the independent 
’phone movement in Michigan, and 
claiming that the growth of the inde­ 
pendent companies is owing to reason­ 
able rates, superior service, more rapid 
development of toll lines and a more 
complete state line system than the 
Bell company, except in the lower tier 
of counties. The toll stations and ex­ 
changes within 60 miles of Grand R ap­ 
ids are 4,431 Citizens’, 2,174 Bell. Num­ 
ber of points reached« 218 Citizens’, 90 
Bell. 
‘'Equally good averages,” says 
Mr. W are, **can be obtained by using 
Saginaw, Alma, St. Johns, Traverse 
City, Cadillac, Muskegon, Allegan and 
Benton Harbor as centers for 50-mile 
circles.” 


Mr. W are says the selling of the De­ 
troit exchange, the Kalamazoo and toll 
line system and a majority of the New 
State telephone company stock (toll 
lines around Detroit) to the Erie in 
January and February last, threatened, 
as was Intended, to overthrow the inde­ 
pendent movement in Michigan, but 
this was offset by several consolidations 
among the independents, 
iacluding 
Lansing and Muskegon. 
He draws the 
conclusions th at reasonable rates are 
here to stay, that the telephone move­ 
ment is only fairly begun and that ex­ 
change rates in Michigan will be regu­ 
lated by local franchises or by state 
legislation. 


“It would seem from this review,” 
says Mr. Ware, “ that only by an in­ 
crease of exchange rates can the Mich­ 
igan company succeed financially and 
such increase cannot be made uerma- 
nently except by Its again securing the 
monopoly of the state, which is an ab­ 
solute impossibility.”

She was 
born in Milwaukee, but at an early age 
weAt to the wilds of the west and a 
large p a rt of her life has been srpent in 
the moimtains anti by the streams of 
the centennial state. Her husband Is 
a photographer who makes a specialty 
of reproducing the counterfeit present­ 
ments of wild' anima!s. In his tours in 
search of specimens Mr. Wallihan has 
frequently been accompanied by bis 
wife. Advancing years seemed to add 
to rather than diminish her pleasure in 
the sports usually monopolized by men 
and she has accomplished many feats 
which few women would care to under­ 
take. She has ridden horseback thou­ 
sands of miles through the wildest sort 
of country and* only last fall made a 
trip of 300 miles to reach her home 
after an extended» journey.
